N the series of articles 
written by the PostT-Dis- 
PATCH re*orter - recruit 
relative to life at Jeffer- 
son Barracks, it was 
charged that a great 
many abuses existed at 
that post, resulting from 
the failure of officers to 
attend properly to their 
duties and the conduct of 
the non - commissioned 
officers. The life of are- 
cruit was made a burden 
Guring his stay there. The misdeeds of these 
non-commissioned officers, while plainly 
evident, were ignored by the officers, 
who shut their eyes to the rascal- 
ity going ou. They had their eyes suddenly 
opened by tue Post-DisrPaTCH exposures and 
realized that somethting must be done to 
keep themselves from getting into trouble 
with the authorities at Washington. 

At first though they only laughed at the 
revelations made by the PosT-DIsPaTcH, but 
the charges of abuses and rascality were so 
persistentiy made that they began to get 
alarmed, and the attention of the War De- 
partment was finally called to the fact that 
there must be something in the report. 

The only way to find out the truth or falsity 
of the statements made by the PostT-DISPATCH 
was to investigate. The charges were 80 
clearly and openly made that the attention of 
citizens all over the United States had been 
attracted. 

Officers who have been in the service of the 
United States for years state that never before 
have army abuses received such a stirring up 
and exposure, aud it is universally admitted 
that euch exposure has long been needod. 

The charges were not based on what had 
been heard about life at Jefferson Barracks, 
but were made by the Post-DiIsrPaTCH on the 
evidence of a man who was on the ground, 
who had had personal experience with the 
abuses, and as a recruit iiterally passed 
through the mill. That the charges were 
true has already been amply proven, not 

only dy men who dad expressed 
themselves as being dissatisfied with the way 
in which affairs were conducted, but also on 
the direct testimony of men who had made their 
Boasts Ghat they would disprove ali the charges 
brought by the Post-DisPaTcH, but who, when 
closely questioned, admitted that the abuses 
charged really existed to an alarming extent. 

Not only the non-commissioned officers ad- 
mitted these facts, but onthe witness stand 
stated that they knew of the existence of the 
abuses. 

The evidence already before the court can 
result in nothing less than important changes 
which will lead to the better treatment of en- 
listed men in the United States Army, but 
even should the changes be as complete as is 
ant! clpated the attention of Congressmen has 
been called to the fact that something must be 
done, and action will doubtiess be taken by 
Congress at the next session in the matter. 

THE FOOD. 


One of the principal charges made by the 
Post-DIsraTCH was that the food furnished 
the men was often unfit to eat, and that the 
rations ellowed them by the Government were 
not ali used for the benefit of the men.

Capt. Wallace testified that the recruits 
were issued old style uniforms and that on thé 
frontier they were urged to get new uniforms 
before those issued them at Jefferson Bar- 
racks were worn out.

CRUBL TREATMENT. 

In reference to the guard-house, which wag 
Clafmed by the PostT-DIePaTCH to be totally 
unfit for the purpose, the following testimony 
can leave no doubt in the mind of the reader 
that the charges were founded on fact: 

Capt. Wint testified that until a short time 
ago the prisoners inthe guard house had no

Questioned as to whatauthority he would 
act on Capt. Wallace admitted his inability to 
cite any authority for such action. 

Lieut. Sands testified that until lately the 
prisoners had been compelled to sleep on the 
floor.or in hammocks made of their biankets, 

UNHEALTHY QUARTERS. 

Surgeon Caldwell and Assistant Surgeon 
Crosby testified that the guard-louse was not 
in the condition which it sbould be. The 
said it was old, inconvenient and not adapte 
for the purpose for which itis used. That it 
was narrow and filled with unwholesome 
odors. 

Sergt. Minden stated that men were form- 
erly coufined in the guard-house without 
vious investigation by a commissioned officer, 
but within two months this had. been stopped, 
an old order being strictly enforced. 

This does not look as though the PostT- DIS - 
PATCH complaints were unfounded. 

It has been churged that the non-commis- 
stoned officers have been permitted to have 
food which. the recruits were denied, but 
to which the men were as much entitled as the 
sergeants and corporals. 

Lieut. Boughton testified that the tood fo 
the non-commissioned officers was cooke 
differently from that of the reorvits and ad- 
mitted that at times the non-coms. had re+ 
ceived extras which the recruits did not get. 

Post Surgeon Caldwell testified that the food

A newspaper defense of the oppressions 
and brutalities that have caused 84 per 
eent of the recruits at Jefferson Barracks 
to desert naturally takes the ground that 
the recruits are from the worst and low- 
est alasses’’ and do not deserve any better 
treatment; that they are lazy negroes, 
tramps, broken spendthrifts, convicts or 
lazy young vagabonds,” fit only for ‘‘a 
servile and brutal trade,” and not fit for 
that till broken in by hard treatment, 
Now this idea of the character of the com- 
mon soldier and of what is due him is 
the parent of all that is wrong or oppress- 
ive in his treatment, and those who hold 
to this idea naturally have no fault to find 
with that treatment except that it is too 
easy and good for him. 

Since the evidence taken at Jefferson 
Barracks has fully sustained: the. revela- 
tions made by the Post-DIsPaTcn’s re-

WHAT . WOUNDED SOLDIER LEFTON THE 
FIELD OF BATTLE EXPERIENCES 


Awtal Recollections of One of the Fighters 

“im Durkey — Realistic Description of 
Seétics of Carnage ana Devastation— 
Rescued at Last by Comrades. 


Translated for the Springfield Republican. 

We were on a forced mare through a forest. 
1 balls caused great branches and 

mbes tofaliatour feet. As we wended our 
Way through the blooming hawthorns on the 
skirt ofthe wood the shower of balls became 
terrific. Siderof, a young soldier of Company 
A, suddenly fell forward. I shall never forge 
his appealing glance as the blood gushed from 
his mouth. An instaat after his eyes closed 
in death. Se 

Icaught a glimpse of the mah who fired the 
shot. He was a tall, heavily built Turk. I 
ran toward him, though I was sick and fam- 
ished. suddenly I heard a report; some- 
thing passed rapidly before me and my ears 
tingled. 

He has fired upon me, I thought. The 
same moment my enemy uttered a shriek as 
he crawied through the thorny bushes. With 
a blow I broke his gun and then buried my 
bayonent in his heart. I heard a ory, between 
a groan and a howi. Then I ran. 

The others shouted ‘‘Hurrah!’’ Several fel 
around me. Iremember discharging my gua 
two or three times. As we entered an open 
plain the cry of ‘‘Hurrah’’ became stronger 
and we all charged upon the enemy.

Perhaps, like me 
he has an aged mother. I pictured her seated 
at the door ot her hut, straining her eyes to 
see ber darling sou—her one consideration, 
her only support. 

ALONE WITH THE DEAD. . 

Alas! it never occurred to me, when I set out 
for the war, that I should inflict pain and 
death. I thought only of the way in which I 
should bare my breast to the enemy. With 
this feeling I marched forth, and I have done 
my duty. What has been the result? I have 
made a monster of myself, and this poor fel- 
lab (he wore the Egyptian uniform) ie less 
guilty than I. Before being packed like ber - 
rings on a warship, and brought to Constanti- 
nople,he and his comrades had probably never 
heard of Russia and Bulgaria. 

He was commanded to fight, aud he obeyed. 
Had he refused he would have received some 
hundreds of stripes, after which a bullet would 
have been lodged in — heart. As he retreated 
over the long aud rough road from Stamboul 
to Rustchuk we attacked him, and he de- 
fended himself.

THE SCANDAL DISCLOSED BY THE WILL OF 
BROKER ROBINSON, 


His Hatred for His Divorced Wife Who Was 
Divorced From Frank Tracy, the Hus- 
‘band of Agnes Ethel, the Actress—The 
Curious Marital Career of the Deceased 
Broker and His Former Wife. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsraTon. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—The death of Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt’s *‘*‘Pet Broker, Eugene N. 
Robinson, occurred about the middie of last 
June at Towners, a country village in Patnam 
Ceunty. Tuesday bis will was probated in 
San Francisco. Adispatch from that city, 
dated October 8, says: 

Eugene N. Robinson, a wealthy Nevada 
mining man, died recently in New York. He 
lefta will, which was probated here (San 
Francisco) to-day. It disposes of property 
worth several hundred thousand dollars, the 
bulk of which goes to his widow. A peculiar 
feature of the will is the following clause: 

To Mary Tracy, divorced wife of Frank Tracy of 
Buffalo, and between whom and myself a marriage 
ceremony was performed under such circumstances 
as to impel me to immediately repudiate her as my 
wife, and with whom I never assumed or fulfilled the 
ralation of husband, I leave the sam of 1 penny, asa 
token of the estimation and esteem which I entertain 
for her, and desire to add that this sum is already in 
excess of the consideration which she deserves from 
me. 

The clause of Mr. Robinson's will indicates 
that his relations with bis divorced wife were 
even more painful and unusual than are gen- 
erally revealed in the divorce courts, although 
just what the nature of the wrong was which 
he believed he suffered through the woman 
has never been clearly understood. Even his 
guarded denunciation of her in what might be 
regarded as almost his last breath gives little 
clue to ite nature. 

THREE DIVORCES. 

Three divorces played a part ju the private 
life of this mau, whose public career was so 
familiar to New York business men and brok- 


ors. Mary Tracy, the divorced wife of 
Frank Tracy of Buffalo, was well known in 
that city. Mr. Tracy was a prominent and 
wealthy man, but his marital affaira did not 
run smoothly. eitber because of hisown fal- 
ings or those of his wife,and the couple 
sought relief in the divorce court. Neither, 
however, appeared anxious to remain in 
single blessednese, for the marriage so bitterly 
referred to by Mr. Robinson in bis last will 
and testament, was entered into by the 
woman, while in 1884 Mr. Tracy again led a 
bride to the altar in the person of Agnes Ethel, 
at one time leading lady at PDaly’s Fifth Ave- 
nue theater. This marriage appears to bave 
been ahappyone. About two years ago Mr. 
Tracy died, leaving eo! valued at nearly, 
if — 4 uite, $2,000 , 000 ulk of this money 
Tracy equeathed to his wife, nee Agnes Ethel, 
although a provision in the will left to A 
daughter by his divorced wife the sum of $100, - 
000. A condition, however, accompanied this 
— „ which provided thatthe eye shouid 
rfeit all claim against the estate in the event 
of the will being contested by her. This did 
not deter the daughter, who instituted legal 
proceedings, and suit was brought in 
CONFLICT IN THE PROBATE COURT. 

The ground on which the fight for the dead 
millionaire’s money was entered was mental 
incapacity, it being alleged by the plaintiff, 
the duughter, that excessive use of liquor had 
rendered Mr. Tracy of unsound mind,and that 
he was incapable of legally executing the doc- 
ument. The fight was a bitter one, it appear- 
ing fromthe evidence that Tracy’s bitterest 
complaint againt his divorced wife was that 
she had changed the name of his and her 
daughter to Harriet Robinson, taking Eugene 
Robinson’s name. The evidence ad- 
duced by the plaintif? was to the 
effect that he was in the habit 
some times of drinking a dozen quart bottles 
of champaign a day and sometimes two bot 
tles of brandy in addition. The result of the 
contest, however, was a victory for the de- 
fense, the case 1 decided in favor of the 
widow. Not much is known of the first Mrs. 
Tracy after her divorce from Robinson except 
that she married for the third time Mr. Fried- 
man of Lespinasse, and Friedman now is livy- 
ing in this city. Most of the present genera- 
tion of Wall street men will remember Mr. 
Robinson, for the house of Robinson, Chase & 
Co. was, up to the failure, the largest broker- 
age house in the street. Mr. Robinson inher- 


ited 
HIS TASTE OF WALL STREET. 

His father was a prominent character in the 
financial world, having been at onetime a 
artner of Daniel Drew, and when he died 

eft quite a fortune. The son wentinto the 
street as soon as he finished his education 
and became the pet broker of Commodore 
Vanderbilt. He, however, finally antagon- 
ized the latter, for several times when he 
knew that the Commodore was contemplating 
a bear movement to send stocks down 
he jumped into the market 
sent prices away up, making the 
modore pay dearly for his stocks. 
got caught, however, about twelve years ago 
and was driven tothe wall. After that he dis- 
appeared from Wall street, but turned up in 
Nevada, where itis said, "he made another 
fortune out of some mining properties. He 
never returned to Wall street, although he 
made a trip to the city every year. On his 
last trip he was attacked with rheumatism, 
which, going up to bis brain, killed him. He 
was not over 45 and yet had been married 
three times. His first wife was a niece of Ho- 
ratio Seymonr, by whom he had a daughter, 
since married.

A PRETTY LITTLE KOMANOE, 


The Story of a Flower Girl Who Married a 
College President.

NEW YorK, Oct. 10.—The account of the 
opening of Barnard College, named after the 
late President of Columbia College, recails a 
pretty little romance of long ago. Two years 
agoin Dayton, O., the custom prevailed of 
holding market days several times a week. 
There were extensive market houses. the 
roofs of which projected for six or eight feet, 
and afforded a shelter beneath which the 
farmers and gardeners displayed their produce 


for sale. Along one end ofthe market-house 
ran a — — ay thoroughfare traveled daily 
by the business and professional mea ofthe 
town.
